The regular monthly meeting of tre 
board of trade was held ycsterday a’ter- 
noon in the council chamber. President 
Cushing, who has returned to the city 
was in the chair. Fifteen memters 
were present. 

A discussion arvuse out of the min- 

utes with reference to the motion 
passed at last meeting deouting certa!n 
powers to the delegation who presented 
| the case on behalf of the board of trade 
before the railway commission at its 
sitting in Edmonton. Dr. Clendenan 
1made a motion to the effect that the! 
delegation, which consisted of Messrs. | 
Short and Mackenzie did not present the} 
question in the form it was intended to 
be presented. In this he was support- 
ed by Alderman Griesbach, who wanted 
to know upon what authority these 
gentlemen had presented the case in the 
way they did. Dr. Clendenan’s motion 
wanted it published that the delegation 
had exceeded their instructions and mis- 
represented the board of trade before 
the commission. 

The motion that was <assed ai the 
last meeting was read and showei that 
the delegation were instructed to pre- 
pare «a case that would sccure suffic- 
ient protection from any danger that 
might arise bby the entrance of the 
railway into the city, and to co-operate 
with the council as far as the council 
was free to assist. 


Mr. Mackenzie thought that the mo- 
tion gaveé the delegation the widest 
scope. 


Dr. Clenderan submitted that the ce’- 
egation had to do merely with the mat- 
ter of protection and had no busiiess to 
deal with the question of east end or 
west end entrance. 

Mr. Short said the motion was out of 
order. The board of trade had author- 
ized a certain course which was foliow- 
ed, and the present motion was a mis- 
statement It was beneath the dignity 
of the board of trade to act withsuch 
“little sense of what is right and pro- 
per.’ He held that to secure 
protection included the question of e:- 
trance as well as abating the noise 
and smoke nuisance or securing over- 
head crossings. 


Ald. Griesbach said the delegation

It will be the 21 or 22 acres hereto- 
tore occupied by the Hudson Bay 
Fort at the foot of blocks 7 and 8 and 
overlooking the Saskatchewan. 

The news was reported around the 
streets at a comparatively early hour 
this morning and was confirmed by 
M. J. McLeod, chief clerk of the ex- 
ecutive council. 

“We received a wire from Premier 
Rutherford this morning stating that 
the proposal of the Hudson Bay com- 
pany for the Fort property had been 
accepted by the government,” said 
Mr. McLeod. 

“There was nothing in the message 
indicating what the terms were, so 
that I cannot give the price. In fact 
no other information was contained 
in the message than that the site had 
been selected.” 

Hon. W. T. Finlay, minister of ag- 
riculture, who is the only member of 
the cabinet in the city at present, cor- 
roborated the report. 

Hon. W. H. Cushing, minister of 
public works, is in Calgary today,hav- 
ing just returned from a visit to the 
Pacifie coast, and could not be reach- 
ed this afternoon; consequently there 
is no announcement as to when er- 
ection of the buildings will be com- 
menced. 

The site selected is one of the most 
magnificent from a scenic point of 
view and at the same time interesting 
from an historical point that could be 
found in the whole of the last west. 
Years and years ago, when the buffalo 
roamed the plain and the Indian and 
fur trader were the cnly human ine 
habitants of the great lone land, the 
Company of One Hundred Gentlemen 
Adventurers selected the site as being

Calgary Albertan._Rough lumber has 
} again been advanced one and two dol- 
lars a thousand according to the grade 
; of it by the Lumber Manufacturers of 
British Columbié. This decision was ar- 
Tived at a joint meeting of the Moun- 
tain Lumber Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and the British Columbia Manufac- 
turers Association at a meeting held | 
by them several days ago in Vancou- 
ver. 

Immediately after arriving at this 
decision word was sent out to all lum- 
ber dealers throughout the North 
West notifying them of the action 


taken, that they might not be caught | 
napping in taking contracts for future | 


orders. While this raise in the price 
of lumber will have no material effect 
on the building operations throughout 
the North West, it will still 
much to the iarge concourse of peo- 
ple who are contemplating the erection 
of buildings. The cause given forthe 
rise in price is that the mills were

SLID DOWN A MOUNTAIN. 

Mountain climbing and a slide of 
3,000 feet down a snowy slope were 
Prof. A. P. Colema nofhe Schoo ! 
the heroic amusements with which 
professor A. P. Coleman of the 
School of Pracical Science of Tor- 
onto and his brother savants va- 
ried the monotony of the technical 
discussions of the Geological Con- 
discussions of the Geological Ccn- 
gress at the City of eMxico during 
the past month. About 235 of the 
world’s most aminent gechogists' 
were gathered fogether at the 
meeting, which is held only every 
three years, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing questions of importance to 


sc*entists. Four other Canadians 
beside Dr. Coleman were in attend- 


ance at the conference. They were 
Prof. W. G. Miller, of the Ontario 
Bureau .f Mines: Prof. Adams, of 
McGill University; Dr, Lowe,  di- 
rector of the Dominion Geological 
Survey; and Mr. Courtney, of Ot- 
tawa. During tbe deliberations 
of the congress Dr. Coleman read a 
paper on “Inter-Glacial Periods,” 
and the Don Vailey, Toronto. The 
as xemplified at Scarboro Heights, 
entertainment of the delegates was 
supervised by President Diaz of the 
Mexican Republic, who weni se far 
as to import from Chicago two 
trains of Pullman cars with dining 
cars for the transportation of their 
visitors. “The Mexicans are among 
the most hospitabl¢ people oa 
earth,’ is Dr. Coleman’s cenclusion 
after experiencing it. 

As Mexico is famous as the scene 
of voleanic action in the past, a 
number of excursions were organ- 
ized for the benefit of the men with 
the geclogists’ hammers and a pas- 
sion for rocks. Prof. Coleman vis- 


ited quite a number of the moun- 
tains and climbed three of the high- 


est: Toluca, about 15,000 feet in 
height; Colima, 13,500 feet, and 
Orizaba, 18,500 feet. The last men- 
tioned ranks third among ths 
mountains of America, only Mount 
Togan, in the Yukon Territory and 
Mount McKinley, in Alaska, ex- 
ceeding it in height. On the sum- 
mit of the extinct volvano, Mount 
Teluco, was seen a bbeautiful lake, 
while on Mount Colima the ex- 
plorers peered into the’ depths of an 
active crater. 

“We had some hot experiences,” 
said Prof. Coleman. “We passed 
through steam and sulphur fumes 
into the crater, and it was very un- 
comfortable, but not dangerous. 
“Tn the trip to the summit of Ori- 
zaba, four days wers occupied, al- 
though we were only two on the 
mountain,”’ said Dr. Coleman. 
“We slept at the 13,000 foot level in 
a little cave between two lava 
sheets, and it was bitterly cold. We 
arose early the following morning 
and in four and a half hours reach- 


ed the top, a distance of 4,500 feet, 
* ‘oe 
whence we could see a magnificent 


panorama of the Gulf of Mexico.” 

“We came down about 3,500 feet in 
three quarters of an hour,’’  pro- 
ceeded Dr. Coleman. “We slid 
down the snowy slopes with our al- 
penstocks traveling behind wich us 
like a steering gear, a process of 
descent known as ‘glissading’ in 
the Alps. The snow was soft on 
the return journey and afforded a 
hold for ovr hobnailed shoes. 


“The country towns are old-world 
in type, altogether,’ said Dr. Cole- 
man, “and suggest the countries 
bordering on the Mediterranean. 
The houses are of adobe, sun-dried 
bricks, with a court of patie in the 
centre. In the centre of every 
town is a public square or plaza, on 
one side of which is a large church. 
These are exceedingly interesting 
edifices, architecurally, and are ex- 
remely picturesque. I wish we bad 
as attractive churches in Canada. 
Our churehes couldn’t compare 
with them. Of course, they are 
built of poor maeria! and their de- 
corations are crude but their etyle 
is striking and distinctive.” 

Dr, Coleman found the country, 
as a whole, quite backward, al- 
though Mexico was a modern city 
and was advancing rapidly with 
the aid of foreign capital. In its 
development many Canadians were 
interested. The Light and Power 
Company, of Mexico, for example. 
was a Canadian enterprice aud one 
of the most important business cor- 
podrations in the country. During 
his stay in the country Dr. Cole- 
man met many Canadians. The ma- 
jority of these were engaged in the 
development of the natura! re- 
sources of Mexico. Some were mia- 
ing engineers, while others were 
railway men 

The congress will meet at Stock- 
holm three years from the present, 
It has been promised a treat by the 
Swedish government in the shape of 
a tr'p to Spitzbergen, one of the 
most northern accessible points ip 


the world.

COOKED FOOD FOR SWINE. 


A recent bulletin issued by the Do- 
‘min‘on Department of Agriculture, con- 
tains some very practical and useful 


information on cooking feed for 
swine. It says: 
The advisability of cooking or 


steaming focd for swine was for many 
years the subject of much controversy ; 
many of the most successful fceders in 
both Canada and the United States, held 
widely divergent opinions, and differei 
quite as widely in their practice. Dur- 
ing the past decade ,however, the 
process, except in the case of potatoes, 
has been pretty conclusively proven 
that, unless under exceptional circum- 
stances, better results are obdtaincd 
from a given amount o? grain or roots 
given raw than from a similar amouni 
after it has been cooked. 

It was formerly believed, and still is 
by many feeders, that the process of 
jcooking increases the digestibility of 
the focd; -but it has been shown that 
as arule the contrary is true, espe>- 
tallyin the case of food rich in protein. 
Extensive experimeits conducted both in 
Germany and in America have teea 
remarkably ‘uniform in their results, 
and unite to show that protein is less 
digestible after exposure to high tem- 
perature. The digestibility of starch is 
to some extent increasei by cooking 
and for this re2son potatoes should al- 
ways be cooked for hog feeding. It 
must be conceded that some food-stuffs, 
such as turnips and cumpxinz, are mace 
much. more acceptable to pigs by cook- 
ing and will therefore on some care3 
give better results cookei than raw; 
there is also. some advantage in giving 
feed warm Curing the cold weathe-; 
but both German snd American inves- 
togators aré practically unanimous in 
condemning the practice of cooking 
feeds other than potatoes, that are 
pulatebic’.n their trax state; because - 
reduces the digestibility of the protein, 
a loss for whirt ir the absence ofany 
increased palatability, it offers nocom- 
pensating advantages. It is now 
generally conceded by those who have 
given the feeding of potatoes a fair 
study that these tubers fed raw have 
very little value, but when cookei they 
are worth about one quarter as imich 
as mixed grains. . 

At the Kansas station Prof. Shelton 
feed two lots of pigs on cooked corn 
and uncooked corn respectfully for 90 
days. The lot on cooked corn made an 
average gain per hcg of 105 ibbs. during 
that period, while the lot on raw corn 
made an average gain of 151 lbs; the 
lot fed on cooked corn consumed 150 
lbs. of grain per 100 lbs. of gain, while 
the lot receiving uncooked grain con- 
sumed only 630 lbs. of grain per 100lbs. 
of increase. These figure; show a joss 
of nearly twenty per cent by cooking, 
These were very heavy pigs at the com- 


mencement of the experiment, which 
accounts for the unusually large 
amounts of grain consumed in both 


cases per 100 lbs. of gain. 

The Iowa station compared dry corn 
meal with cooked corn meal for a 
pericd of four months, with the fol- 
lowing results: The lot on dry corn 
meal made an average gain of 202 lbs. 
while the average gain on cookei meal 
was only 142 lbs. The food consumed 
per 100 lbs. of gain was 417 lbs.of dry 
meal, as compared with 592 lbs. of 40 
per cent by cooking. 

Raw and cooked peas were compared 
at the Ontario Agricultural College in 
two experiments. Averaging the two 
experiments. 100 lbs. of gain wsa ob- 
tained, from 422 lbs. of raw peas, and 
from 497 lbs. of cooked peas. 

Experiments were conduciei for nine 
successive years at the Maine station, 
in which without a single exception 
better results were obtained from the 
uncooked grains. Similar results were 
obtained at Wisconsiim, Ohio and other 
dtations; all of which go to show that 
ithe cooking of grain results in a Jo3s in 
feeding value in addition to the exponse 

and labor of cooking.

Winnipeg Free Pres3: 
art, superintendent of 
for the Dominion government ar- 
rived in Wianipeg on Saturday, on 
his return to Ottawa from Vancouver, 
where he presided at the rectnt for- 
estry convention held there. Previous 
to that time Mr. Stewart had just 
completed one of the most interesting 
trips in Canada. In the pursuance of 
ihis duties he had travelled over the 
whole of that portion of Western Can- 
ada which is accessible by the Hud- 
son’s Bay packets between Edmonton 
and the mouth of _ the Mackenzie 
river. From there he crossed the 
Rockies to Alaska and the Yukon; 
returning to British Columbia by 
steamship. 

It was in June last that Mr. Stew- 
art left civilization on his trip through 


the wilds of the “frozen north,’’ cov- 
ering some 5,009 miles by boat and 
canoe in less tlan four months. It is 


a trip which has heretofore been taken 
only by the employees of the Hudson’s 
Bay ©o. or by a special detachment 
of the mounied police. 

“The trip was one of unending in- 
terest,” said Mr. Stewart to 4% Free 
Press reporter. ‘For some years past 
I have wanted to know something 
more of that great country, reports 
of which have come out from tims to 
time, many of them more or less 
garbled. As I gaid before, we left 
Edmonton inJunefor Athabasca Land- 
ing. From there to Fort McPnerzoa 
our whole trip was by way of Hud- 
sen’s Bay transports, and | wish to 
gay that I was surprised and pleased 
with the accommodation provided. 
Before leaving Winnipeg, ©. C. Chip- 
man, commissioner for the company, 
had given me a letter to their varicus 
agents along the route and I was 
treated with every consideration. 

“But to continue with some of the 
details of the trip the whole story of 
which would makea large volume. 
The first section from the Landing to 
Grand Rapids was made by steamer, 
and is over a route which is travel- 
led to a considerable extent. The 
interest in the oil fields of the ‘‘tar 
belt” is taking a great many people 
that way. and in addition there are a 
number of prospectors and others look- 
ing for land, who take the route to 
the Peace River country .which is very 
much in the public eye at present. 
With regard to this Peace River coun- 
try, I would like to correct a false 
impression which seems to have gone | 


abroad with regard to that country. 
There seems to be an idea that the 
whole of that district is one} 


great broad, flat expanse of open! 
prairie, just waiting for the plow. Such 
is not the case. It is a prairie, but 
a@ great portion of it is wooded or 
semi-wooded and will have to beclear- 
ed before it can be cropped. There 
are etretches, however, which are 
open, and these are unjuestionably 
very rich, and uader crop will prove 
ta be most profitable. While not wish- 
ing to usurp the province of the geo- 
logical survey department, now at 
work in that country, I- am of the 
impression that it will always prove 
to be very valuable from its mineral 
bearing deposits. Coal, gold, copper 
and many other minerals have been 
found in that country and 
undoubtedly many cther deposits which 
will be revealed upon more careful 
prospecting. 

“But to continue with our trip. Fort 
McMurray the vicinity I found 
most interesting. It is in this 


and 


vicinity that the tar or asphalt deposits | 


are found and here there 
parties prospecting for oil. I am 
glad to hear that some of them have 
been successful in their search. I 
brought back specimens from that dis- 
trict showing the appearance of the 
deposits as it is found on the sur- 
face. The trip from Grand Rapids to 
Fort McMurray was made in 
scows, the river being so full of rapids 
that it was impossible to take the 
steamer down. 

From Fort McMurray the trip was 
an easy one, the steamer Graham tak- 
ing us down the river to Lake Atha- 
basca and from there to Smith’s Land- 
ing on the Slave River. At that point

NATIONAL TRANSCONTINENTAL 
RAILWAY. 
(Railway and Marine World.) 

The survey parties which have been 
working between Quebee and Monc- 
| ton, N.B., have practically completed 
| their work, and their reports were ex- 
pected to be in the hands of the com- 

missioners September 30. It is stated 

that the commissioners expect to be 

in a position to ask for tenders for 
| the grading of this portion Of the line 
during October. 

Construction work upon the section 
from Quebec to La Tuque, about 150 
miles, is reported to be progressing 
satisfactorily. For the first 70 miles 
from Quebec the lines passes through 
a more or less settled country, but 
beyond that the route is through the 
iforest. In addition to the Cap 
Rouge viaduct, there will be a num- 
ber of steel bridges on this section.

One of these branches is 
intended to connect witli Regina; and 
another to Hudson Bay. The com- 
pany has secured about 800 acres of 
Jand near Saskatoon, which is describ- 
ed on the register as the G.T.P. town- 
site.

2 Dominion government engineer, is 
ait Prince Rupert making charts of 
the harbor, which is reported to be 
commodious, and to have safe ap- 
proaches. Considerable work is in 
progress on the shore, and E. G. Rus- 
sell, who has returned to Vanconver | 
from Prince Rupert, says that the 
company is taking every precaution 
to have a model city laid out.
